Each Year in Rural Areas 


URBANA — Lightning account 


for nearly 400 deaths and 1,000 in 
juries each year. John W. Mat 
thews, executive secretary of th 
•Illinois Rural Safety Council, say 
that ninety percent of the damag 
dona by lightning every year oc 
curs in rufal areas. 


This threat from the skies als 


accounts for about 5 percent of the 
nation's fires and an annual proper 
• ty loss of 520,000,000. 


Matthews says that in most cases 


you can prevent lightning damag 
to your buildings and their contents 
.by a system of air terminals and 
.grounded conductors. 


Proper grounding is often neglec 


-ted. since it is hidden and mos 
easily overlooked. Every fastener 
or connector is important in the 
system because the performance 
.of the entire circuit is determined 
by its weakest link. Be sure that 
your system is properly installed 
and maintained. 


Seek protection in buildings pro- 


.tected with lightning rods when- 
ever you can during electrica 
storms, Matthews suggests. Stay 
away from open windows or doors 
and fireplaces, stoves, pipes and 
other metal objects. 


If you have to stay outdoors, keep 


Many Vegetables 
Grow Best in Fall 


Urbana—Many vegetables 
will 


often grow and yield better in the 
-fall than in the spring. 


You may be passing up a good 


bet if you don't plant a fall garden, 
says B. L. Weaver, University of 
Illinois garden crops specialist. 


Weaver explains that many of 


our best garden crops are cool- 
weather crops. Beets, cabbage, 
-carrots, cauliflower, Chinese cab- 
• bage, endive, Italian broccoli, snap 
beans, lettuce, kohlrabi, turnips, 
winter radish, mustard and spin- 
ach 'are all crops that do well in 
the fall. 


Quality is often better in the fall. 


And a fall garden helps make more 
complete use of your soil and helps 
keep weeds under control. 


A list of the crops that do well 


'in fall, together with time and in- 
structions for planting, is contain- 
ed in the Illinois Garden Guide. 
Ask your county farm adviser for 
a copy, nr write directly to the 
College of Agriculture, Urbana.

Warn Farmers 
Of Lockjaw in 
Young Lambs 


URBAN A — Farmers 
raising 


young Iambs should be on the look- 
out for lockjaw and white muscle 
disease. 


One Whiteside county farmer 


wrote the University of Illinois col- 
lege of veterinary medicine after 
a young Iamb had died six days 
after taking- sick. Another died in 
10 days. Typical symptom in both 
cases was stiffness and eventual 
paralysis. 


If you find lambs in thnt condi- 


tion in your own flock, call your 
ocal veterinarian immediately, ad- 
vises L. E. Boley. head of the cle- 
wrtment of clinical medicine. He 
vill be able to diagnose the trou- 
ble. 


There is always the possibility 


of lockjaw,- Boley says. And there 
have been several cases of white 
muscle disease in the clinic at 
Urbana this spring. The symptoms 
uggest that this condition is due 
o a vitamin E deficiency, and 
icrhaps to deficiencies in other 
•itamins.

Someone is always telling me 


there's too much risk in the chick- 
en business. 


There's a risk in any business — 


and particularly in farming. But 
it seems to me you have less risk 
on chickens than you have on any 
farm crop I can think of — espe- 
cially "weather crops."

ers talk about the weather: 


"The fields are so wet we can't 


get into them. If it doesn't quit 
raining, we'll never get the corn 
planted in lime." 


"The beans dried up. 
\V« just 


plowed them under." 


"If we don't get some rain, there 


won't be any hay." 


"After that freeze last night, we 


won't have any fruit crop." 


"Last year it was the hail that 


hurt the crop. This year it's the 
heat." 


It seems to me chickens are good 


insurance for anybody whose other 
crops depend so much on the 
whims of the weather. 


No Weather Worry 


You don't have to worry about 


whether the weather will be right 
so you can get your chicken crop 
in! 
You can start chicks when- 


ever you want to. 


You don't have to worry about 


whether you'll get enough rain to 
make a chicken crop. 
A lot of 


people don't give their chickens 
enough water, but there's no rea- 
son why you can't. 


You don't have to worry about 


the heat burning up your chicken 
crop. It's not thai heat doesn't af- 
fect chickens. 
But with fans and 


water and good ventilation you can 
manage to keep them reasonably 
comfortable. 
At least you don't 


have to sit by. helpless, and watch 
your crop burn up.

Weather affects chickens, cer-

Hog Raisers Urged to 
Push Pigs for Early 
Market With Every 
Means Possible!

These high hog prices will be 


extremely sensitive in the near fu- 
ture and hog raisers will profit 
greatly by taking extra time to 
force growth and gain on pigs. 


Fast gain ^means cheap gain. 


Hog men can make high wages 
per hour with double time for over- 
time, so to speak, by feeding pigs 
shelled com soaked in Semi-Solid 
Sow Emulsion.

Prevent food spoilage by keep 


ing foods hot or cold, but neve 
warm. Food spoilage bacteria de 
velop fastest at room tempera 
tures. 


You can't always tell by the ap 


pearance of food whether it is safe 
to eat, reminds Geraldine Acker 
foods specialist. University of llli 
nois home~ economics department 
No one would eat food that didn' 
look, taste or smell perfectly al 
right. That's the reason refrigera 
lion is so important. 


While there are not many cases 


of fatal food poisoning today, man> 
people are made ill by food lha 
has lacked careful refrigeration 
Foods that are particularly subjec 
to spoilage at room temperature 
are soft protein foods, such as 
custards, 
chicken salad, potato 


salad, poultry dressing, creamed 
food and roasted meats. 


When you cook meat ahead of 


time for later use, remove it fron: 
the broth or gravy so that both wil 
cool quickly. Refrigerate the broth 
and meat separately as soon as 
they reach room temperature. The 
same is true of stuffing in a roast 
chicken 
or turkey—remove 
the 


stuffing from the fowl as soon as 
the cooking is done, and refriger- 
ate the two separately as soon as 
they have cooled to room tempera 
lure. 


When you plan food for picnics 


and outdoor meals, grind cooked 
meat just before you use it in sand 
wiches 
or 
combination dishes. 


Pack salads and meat in ice to 
assure safe eating for your outdoor 
guests.

cation of Koieri. if, among other 
things, they were a d m i t t e d to 
membership in the United Nations. 


But this country, backing Na- 


tionalist China, which is a U. N. 
member, has consistently opposed 
membership for Red China. Both 
houses of congress have expressed 
opposition to such a move. Secre- 
tary of State Dulles has said the 
question of Red China's member- 
ship in the U. N. has no place in 
the peace talks about Koiea. 


Since there can be no unification 


of Korea until the Chinese—and 
the United Nations—withdraw their 
troops fiom all Korea, the peace 
talks could limit themselves to the 
question of withdrawal only. 


Could Vote 


After the foreign tioops leave, 


the Koi sans—North and South- 
could hold a national election to 
choose a single government. But 
this by itself is s u c h a compli- 
cated problem that solution of It 
seems unlikely soon. 


For one thing, the South Koreans 


far outnumber the North Koreans 
now. If the election were between 
the forces of South Korean Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee and pro-Com- 
munist North Koreans, 
t h e r e 


u'ouldn't be much doubt about the 
outcome. 


What would be the fate of those 


North Korean 
Communists who 


had been faithful allies of Red 
China and enemies of S o u t h Ko- 
rea? If China abandoned its Ko- 
rean 
Communist allies to 
the 


mercies of South Korea it would 
lose 
face 
with its Communist 


friends in the rest of Asia. It 
could, of course, give the Korean 
Communists asylum in China. 


Eventually these Korean Red 


could filter back into Korea, set up 
an underground, and work for tin 
overthrow of Rhee or, after his 
death, of his friends In control o 
the government.

The Philippines will be 24 months. 


Married soldiers in Okinaxva who 


have their families with them and 
unmarried soldiers will serve 30 
months, and personnel in Okinawa 
whose dependents do not accom- 
pany them will serve 20 months. 


In Japan, soldiers accompanied 


by dependents and unmarried sol- 
diers will serve 36 months, while 
soldiers whose dependents do not 
accompany them will serve 25 
months. 


In the past, rotation has been on 


a system of "points" for "construc- 
tive months service." 


A soldier at the front got four 


points a month while a soldier in 
a rear area in Korea got two. 


The new system of 16 months 


in Korea will send the rear area 
soldier home sooner but the soldier 
who would have been at the front 
lines will have to stay in Korea 
longer. 


Before, n soldier who spent all 


of his service nt the front could 
go home in nine months, or after 
he had 3R points. But most units 
sp«>nt at least part of their time , .

1)— More thousands of 


hungry East Germans lined up 
at dawn for Western food relief 
today. It was another 
gigantic 


demonstration of Communist fail- 
ure to feed an area that used to be 
Germany's bread basket. 


More than 120,000 food packages 


were given out Monday in the 
opening day of the huge relief pro- 
gram backed by a 15-million-dollar 
donation from the United States. 


Before it ends in two weeks, the 


plan is expected to give parcels 
to more than a million East /.oners. 


Red propagandists shrilled in 


embarrassed rage but the Commu- 
nists did not interfere. 


Except for an occasional check 


to keep the people nervous, Red 
bolder police let them return un- 
hindered through the Iron Curtain 
with their precious gifts. 


They came by the tens of thou- 


sands from far out in the Soviet 
zone. Many obviously got up in the 
middle of the night and made long 
train rides which cost them more 
than the five marks ($1.19j worth 
of food they were given. 


They came, they said, because 


they couldn't buy the food in their 
Communist-run home food stores 
with any amount of money. It sim- 
ply wasn't there. 


Their fertile area used to pro- 


duce most of the food for all Ger- 
many. Communism's progiam of 
collective fanning and foiced crop 
quotas plainly had failed. Thou- 
sands of fanners have fled to the 
West in fear and disgust. East Ger- 
man authorities have had to admit 
they can't even find enough farm 
workers to bring in this year's 
larvest. 


Several new relief centers were 


added today to the 35 in operation 
Monday as officials tried to speed 
the parcel distribution and avoid 
he long waits. 
Thousands of volunteers worked 


h rough the night making up the 
•elief packages of fat, flour, dried 
vegetables and canned milk.

PANMUNJOM (Delayed by cen- 


sor)—(*>—A mobile force of U. S. 
Marines stood by just outside the 
neutral zone all through the Pan- 
munjom negotiations — ready to 
dash in and rescue Allied dele- 
gates in the event of Communist 
treachery. 


Existence of the "snatch pla- 


toon" was a closely guarded se- 
cret which could be revealed only 
after the armistice was signed. 


The rescue force, equipped with 


flame-throwing tanks and armored 
personnel carriers, was organized 
soon after the truce negotiations 
were shifted to Panmunjom from 
Kaesong in October. 1951. 


A company of American Marines 


was assigned the mission of rescu- 
ing the Allied delegates and other 
U. N. personnel in Panmunjom 
should the Reds suddenly pull a 
treacherous act. 


One platoon of the oversized 300- 


man company—later known as the 
"Snatch Platoon" — was assigned 
to 
the 
rescue 
itself. 
It 
was 


equipped with' two tanks and sev- 
eral personnel carriers. 


The other platoons were to move 


into blocking position while the 
tank-led force raced into Panmun- 
jom. loaded the personnel into ar- 
mored carriers and made its way 
out, fighting if necessary.

The minimum salary to be paid

porarily employed or commissioned 
as police officers, nor to special 
firemen temporarily employed. 


According to Thomas A. Mat- 


D.. consultant for the Il- 
linois Municipal league. "Since 
most municipalities had already 
adopted their appropriation ordi- 
nances prior to the time that the 
bills became effective (July 16) 
and since most municipalities will 
have difficulty in finding the cash 
to meet this mandatory increase in 
salaries, these bills raise several 
questions. 


Law Mandatory 


"As to the matter of appropria-

without specifying the salary for 
each policeman or fireman, no

here are unanticipated revenues.

ordinance from which an increase 
could be paid." 


Illinois law provides that "in 
he years 1951. 1952 and 19:>3. the 
corporate authorities of any city 
may increase the" salaries of city 
employees in a supplemental ap- 
propriation ordinance when addi- 
ional revenues become available

Charles D. Davis, chief counsel of 
the service, refused to approve an 
agreement between Truman and 
Time, Inc. The Truman memoirs 
are to be published by Life mag- 
azine before they appear in book 
form. 


Norman A. Sugarman, head of 


the 
bureau's 
technical 
rulings 


division, approved the Truman • 
Time agreement 
but was over- 


ruled by Davis May 21, the news- 
paper said. 


Truman contended, the Tribune 


said, that sale of his memoirs was 
a "casual" sale of personal prop- 
erty—rather than of services - and 
met the requirements for extend- 
ing income tax payments on the 
proceeds over a seven-year period 
instead of a single year. 


Davis ruled that Truman's re- 


ceipt of installment payments be- 
fore delivery was cause for reject- 
ing the agreement.

votes to pass the bill, on the White 
House list of "must" legislation 
for this waning session. 


The senate version would author- 


ize admission of 209,000 persons 
over three years. Eisenhower orig- 
inally asked for authority to admit 
240.000 in two years. He said the 
measure would be a valuable cold 
war weapon by providing asylum, 
for Iron Curtain refugees. 


Just 
one other item on the 


"must" list appears to be in trou- 
ble, and in such serious difficulties 
that House Speaker Joseph Martin 
(R-Massj said Monday passage is 
doubtful. That is the administra- 
tion's request for postal rate hikes 
of about 240 million dollars a year. 


That measure has been blocked 


in the house post office committee,, 
which at ranged another closed ses- 
sion today to consider it. The sen- 
ate has taken no action. If tha 
HOP leadership should press it, 
he proposal might force congress 
to delay adjournment.

We live i 
a gray time, where one thin 
meiges inconclusively into anothe 
thing. You don't know when wa 
ends, 
because 
you don't

when peace begins. 


And that is Uie point upon which 


the world teeter-totters today. BoU 
sides insist they went to war ti 
preserve peace—a pearce that t 
show how gray even language ha. 
become was known as "the cole 
war." 


Now we are in another shade o 


gray that could best be termed 
"the hot truce." The human rac 
is like Alice in Wonderland, bu 
strolling along with an armload o 
hand grenades instead of pausing 
to pick daisies.

NEW YORK «V— Copper may 


be one of the first commodities to 
feel the downward price pull of 
the Korean truce. 


That is because users of the 


metal expect military demand to 
become less pressing in the months 
ahead, and the urge of the govern- 
ment to stockpile copper to lose 
considerable of its edge. 


Chile has on its hands large 


stocks of unsold, and presently un- 
saleable copper—at the price it 
wants. Chile would like to move 
this copper into Uncle Sam's stock- 
pile. Since Chile's asking price is 
a good five cents above the world 
price, the United Stares Isn't, show- 
ing much interest. The Korean 
truce will weaken further any 
pressing immediate need to buy 
the copper. 


No Drop Yet 


Copper users aren't looking for 


any big drop right away in the 
present world price of 30 cents a 
pound. But many"* of them think it 
is bound to turn down, now that 
fewer shells are being expended. 
They are. therefore, cutting back a 
little on their forward ordering and 
showing little interest in building 
up their inventories of the metal. 


T!ie construction industry is still 


using large amounts of copper— 
and showing few signs at present 
of slowing down. But if, as many 
believe, 
consumer 
demand 
for 


goods will start leveling off now. 
the building of new plants and the 
buying of new machinery may top 
out soon. The demands for metal 
will level off. too. 


.More Cut* 


If auto production slackens by 


the end of the year, that too would 
cut demand for copper. 


This is the thinking, at any rate, 


of many copper users. They plan 


to go a little more cautiously in 
their advance ordering, while wait- 
ing the price drop they expect by 
fall. 


Copper and brass mills still have 


good backlogs of orders, however. 


Chile's unsold copper has piled 


up to around 65.000 tons. This cop- 
per is produced at mines owned by 
two American companies. 
Ana- 


conda and Kennecott. They get 
only part of that asking price. The 
Chilean government keeps a siz- 
able slice of it for itself. Chile, 
moreover, is talking about taking 
over all copper mining in the coun- 
try. 


Diplomatic relations of this coun- 


try and Chile piny a large part, 
therefore, in determining what the 
United States does about Chilean 
copper.
